Senator Tillman gave his address, 


protected by forty detectives in coin,- 
mand of an assistant chief of police.

not called for.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Reno's Park Must Be On The River 


W 


ITH the Truckee river flowing- through 
the city, there ought to be no question of 


the site for the public park,of Reno. "ILet it'bt on 
the river, of course. 


The city has the money with'which to ac- 


quire the land,'thanks to the sale of bon'ds on 
Monday, and there ought to be no delay in mak- 
ing the purchase. Before long the funds provided 
at this time would be inadequate, for the price 
of realU in Reno is advancing by 
leaps 
and 


bounds. So let us buy the land at once. 


No serious attention should be paid to any 


project that would locate the park away from the 
river or far from, the center of town 
The city 


park should be easy of access, and the site there- 
fore, must be within easy reach of the business 
as well as the residence quarters of the citj. The 
people will be satisfied with nothing else. 
Now 


any effort at the landscape gardening that makes 
a park a thing of bcant\ can be successful only 
upon the river or in the lulls. The hills, howev- 
er, are too far awaj 
K\er> possible site, there- 


fore, is eliminated except that on the Truckee 
river close to town. 


It happens that a site meeting all the require- 


ments of ease of access, closeness to the center of 
to\\n and possibilities of landscape gardening ih 
available. Those who have crossed the Virginia 
street bridge know the island about 200 yards to 
the west. South of that on the river bank there 
is a tract of thirteen lots that could lie bought and 


we have no doubt, that the Riverside tyfill Com-' 
pany, which OVVTIS the island, could be induced tr 
sen''that to the city, .too."' Then Reno would have 
a riverside park that would' be the 'envy of the 
offter ckies- of the west. -

Tuistic bridges could be constructed to con- 


ne£t the island with the main land; paths_couk! 
be made along the stream, while the tract on the 
main land and the island would both be laid out 
in walks and drives. Miniature forests could be 
grown and the park would be the breathing place 
of the people, whither they would resort for rest 
and recreation. 


The value of a river as an adjunct to park- 


scenery 1-5 always realized. The Japanese, who 
lead the world in all kinds of gardening, invaria- 
bly have running streams coursing through such 
grounds, with tiny cataracts, rapids, and cascades. 
Tn Golden Gate park, San Francisco, artificial 
lakes and waterfalls have been constructed at 
great expense. Here we have the river flowing 
through the city and passing the site which the 
Journal proposes for the park. 
Without extra 


cost, we have as part of the park a natural stream 
flowing straight from its source in the mountains. 
Cities like San Francisco would give millions for 
it, if thcv could get it. That the people under- 
stand the beauties of a site on the river is shown, 
too, by the \\ ay in which residence sites are being 
taken up along the stream 


We must have that site, and to get it, cyiick 


action is necessary 
Let us buv it now.

In 


short Taft is now a firm believer in the idea that 
the armiy engineers can do no wrong. 


But can they do anything right ? What great 


civil engineering project has ever heen 'carried 
out b\ arm) engineers, praj ? It is civil engi- 
neers and not military engineers who are direct- 
ing the construction of the Panama Canal. 
It 


was a civil engineer Eads, who solved the prob- 
lem of the Mississippi when the army had failed 
for years 
Our great railways were built b\ 


civil and not military engineers and the arrm men 


have never done one single thing of any impor- 
tance in the way of consttuction. 
The great 


work of reclamation, for example, is under the 
direction of the graduates of technical institu- 
tions and not one West Pointer's name appears 
in the list 


The notorious case of Captain Carter of the 


engineer corps is too recenit to have been forgot- 
ten 
It is merely mentioned to show that mem- 


bership in that corps did not prevent at least one 
''officer and gentleman" from perjuring hiiriself 
and stealing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
from the government that had educated him and 
given him his career. 


The fact is, in short, that the army engineers 


are just the same as anybody else as men; and, 
as engineers, they are not as well-trained as the 
graduates of civil institutions. Rut they are the 
most awful snobs on earth. 


Why Soldiers Desert 


W 


HEX seven men out of every hundred in 
the United States army desert the service, 


as they did in the last year, there is evident!) 
something wrong. 
The trouble is not far to 


seek, either. The report of the military secre- 
tary just made public, shows that 6,258 soldiers 
clipped out of sight in one \ear and are uiostlv 
still in hiding, only 813 having been sauglit Of 
the men who ran awa\ 90 per cent were rative 
bom Americans. 


You take a good, clean-hearted, wholesouled 


Amfcrican boy and send him to West Poim. At 
th? end of four \ears \ou have made him, at the 
public expense, a person who imagines himself 
to be superior tc the common people. He is nc 
longer a member of the American democracy; 
instead of that, he is a member of the military 
caste imbued with all the old-world aristocratic 
notions that ought to find no place in our cottn 
try. 
Then you give this youngster absolute 


command over a lot of good American citizens, 
who, m the view of the constitution arid the peo- 
ple, are every bit as good as he is. 


Xow take another honest young American 


and put hint with the army as a private soldier at 
$13 a month and his radons. He enlists because 
of the uniform, because of his warlike spirit, be- 
cause of a love for arms, or for anyone of a 
dozen reasons, all of them more or less ideal. The 
awakening is disheartening. Instead of fighting 
for his countr}, he finds himself polishing boots 
for some young fellow from West Point—and 
this is not always metaphorically speaking, cither 
lie has to run errands and submit to humiliations 
that no decent-spirited American would stand 
No wonder that he deserts. 


If the private soldiers of our army were treat- 


ed like free American citizens instead of being 
forced to act as flunkeys, there would be fewer 
desertions.
